While et Lima, Ohio last week Prosecuting Attorney Erne at 
Botkin furnished me with an envelope revived at the County Jail at 
Lima addressed to Harry Pierpont beapi^ a postmark indicating that 
same was mailed at lladlson, Indiaj^a^ A.M., h!arch 7, 1934, in i^ich 
was contained a piece of paperjr^th several letters and numerals indi- 
cating that same is perhaps Za^ode message. 

Pierpont, it will be noted, is one of the above captioned 
gang recently captured et Tucson, Arizona and on March 10 at Lima, Ohio 
was convicted of the murder of Sheriff Jesse Sarber on October 12, 

1934 and will receive the death penalty. There is some indication 
that the note referred to above is the work of a crank and perhaps 
there is nothing significant about it. However, I informed the 
Prosecuting Attorney of our facilities in decoding messages end 1 sug- 
gested that the letter and the note be turned over to me for trans- 
mittal to the Division. Hence, same ere being forwarded herewith. 



Kindly furnish me with details of results at the earliest 
possible im>Dent as the authorities are somewhat apprehensive about the 
three prisoners now in custody at Lima, whom, they feel, John^iUinger 
might atten^t to liberate. The Jail, however, 1 observed, is very well 
guarded by special deputy sheriffs and a corps of National Cuardsmen 
and there is every indication that all possible precaution has been 
taken by the authorities in Lima to avoid any possible escape. Dil- 
inger, it will be noted, is obligated to Pierpont, Makley and Russell 
Clark, who ere three of the gang idio effected his jail delivery at 
Lima during the time Sheriff Sarber was killed and who are now facing 
trial on the charge of murder growing out of the above affair
